further than this. While records 
are not complete it is interesting 
to recount an experiment made on 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad in 
1900 when a new type train was 
tested, designed to reduce wind 
resistance at high speeds. 

In 1887 Frederick Upham Adams, 
Chicago newspaper reporter, inter- 
viewed an inventor who claimed 
he could build a train able to nego- 
tiate the distance between New 
York and Chicago in one hour. 
Out of this interview Adams came 
back with the thought that a train 
of this type would encounter tre- 
mendous wind resistance. Being 
mechanically minded, he sensed the 
value of reducing this resistance 
and in due time designed a stream- 
lined train. 

The first train of this type was 
built in the shops of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad in 1900 and tests 
were run between Baltimore and 
Washington by the “Adams’ Wind- 
splitter.” A run of eight and one- 
half miles was made in six min- 
utes, which was close to the record. 

Little came of this train at the 
time because the locomotive had 
not been streamlined. Today engi- 
neers know that especially the head 
resistance of the locomotive must 
be lowered by streamlining.

Homes Plentiful. 


Mississippi, with its new network 
of modern highways, its historical 
spots and modern accommodations 
has much to offer the winter travel- 
er. Quaint historic cities, parks, 
Gulf Coast resorts, and recreational 
opportunities are some of the high 
spots on the map of the State. 

Jackson and Vicksburg, rich in 
legend and romance, combine the 
past and the present in its most 
pleasing aspects.

A short distance to the west and 
south are Vicksburg and Natchez, 
two of the most historic cities in 
the South. A trip down South is 
not complete without a visit to the 
National Military Park at Vicks- 
burg and the beautiful ante-bellum 
homes of Natchez. 

National Monument. 

Vicksburg was settled in the ear- 
ly eighteenth century by Spanish 
explorers who were quick to realize 
the military advantages of the steep 
river bluffs. Its real development 
however; with the _ rapid 
growth of river traffic in the boom 
days of the South. 

With much of the atmosphere and 
many of the historic scenes of the 
river days still alive, Vicksburg has 
a wealth of interesting scenes. 

Scores of ante-bellum homes, 
many bearing mute evidence of the 
Federal gunboat attack on the city, 
are opened to visitors.

In 
all, 1599 memorials, monuments and 
engraved tablets dot the landscape, 
serving as convenient guides for the 
visitor. 

Nine major Confederate forts, 10 
Union approaches and many miles 
of breastworks, gun emplacements 
and rifle pits are seen in the 
crescent-shaped battlefield which 
encloses the city proper. 

Sportsman’s Paradise. 

Scarcely three hours drive to the 
south of Jackson is the sunny Gulf 
Coast with the famous resort towns, 
the Seven-Cities-by-the-Sea. This 
sportsman’s paradise offers all sea- 
son fishing in fresh and salt wa- 
ter, good hunting in adjacent re- 
gions, yachting, golfing and ten- 
nis. 

Yacht clubs hold regattas and/ 
scheduled interclub events from 
April to September. Sports car- 
nivals, tennis tournaments, mack- 
erel rodeos, and a tarpon rodeo add 
to summer sporting thrills. In win- 
ter tourist clubs sponsor varied en- 
tertainment, horseshoe, roque, cro- 
quet, oyster bakes, sings, concerts, 
bridge picnics and boat trips. In 
February are golf tournaments, the 
annual Foxhunters’ meet, and gun 
and dog field trials. Famous Mardi 
Gras celebrations, garden pilgrim- 
ages. 

A 40-mile seawall paralleled by 
the coast-to-coast highway pro- 
vides an unforgettable drive where 
one looks at sparkling waters 
fringed by stately palms and pines 
and ancient moss bearded oaks. 

Ante-Bellum Homes. | 

Ante-bellum homes that show dis- 
tinct French and Spanish influ- 
ences are plentiful in Biloxi as are 
th homes of some of the greatest 
figures in Confederate history. 
Most of these houses show outside 
stairways and full length galleries 
which have come to be associated 
with the architecture of the deep 
South. 

Perhaps the most important 
hom . from a historical standpoint, 
is the last home of Jefferson Da- 


‘vis; called Beauvoir. It is the prin-

cipal historic spot on the Missis- 
sippi Coast, and plans have been 
completed by the Sons of Confed- 
erate Veterans and the State of 
Mississippi to make it a national 
shrine. The home is the central 
building of the Mississippi Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ Home, but only a 
handful of the Southern warriors 
remain as the Grey Line is thinning 
fast. 

The site of Fort Louis, on the 
Beach Boulevard and Porter Ave- 
nue, is a reminder wien Biloxi was 
at its great colonial height. Here 
in 1721, the nine judicial and mili-
